Cites Readiness 
of Armed Forces 


‘‘In this age our nation re- 
quires protection 24 hours out of 
the day,’’ said Kenneth L. Sher- 
man, commander USNR and sup- 
erintendent of schools, in an 
Armed Forces day speech last 
Saturda y. 

‘There is no opportunity to 
buy time through our allies and 
our oceans. We are grateful for 
the exceptional degree of readi- 
ness maintained in our armed 
forces. Our gratitude is exceeded 
only by their willingness to 
serve.’’ 

Pointing out that today there 
are almost 1,500,000 men and 
women serving this country, many 
of them at overseas bases, work- 
ing together to prevent the spread 
of a ‘malignant pagan pestilence’ 
which threatens our heritage, Mr. 
Sherman further said: 

‘It is imperative that we 
mobilize the spirit of all our 
people to our common peril. The 
so-called ‘cold war’ is a battle 
of survival. We are opposed to an 
utterly alien foe who wars against 
our religion, our culture, our 
ideals and our government. 

‘‘Our greatest danger comes 
not, as one might suspect, from 
lack of military preparedness, 
but from entirely too much wishful 
thinking on the part of our peace- 
loving citizenry.’’

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


MEMORIAL DAY 


The graves of our soldier dead will be decorated next Tues- 
day as we pause to pay tribute to the memory of those members 
of our armed forces who died defending our nation. 


Ever since 1868 when John A. Logan, commander in chief 
of the Grand Army of the Republic issued a general order that 
May 30 be set aside that year ‘‘for the purpose of strewing with 
flowers or otherwise decorating the graves of comrades who died 
in the defense of their country during the late rebellion’’ with 
the hope that ‘‘it will be kept up from year to year,’’ this trib- 
ute has grown into a national custom. 


The number of graves of our soldier dead, too, has grown 
since that time. They not only dot every village and town in the 
United States but they now lie far across the Atlantic and the 
Pacific, in almost every known land on the globe. 


It is well at this time to think of them and of the causes for 
which they fought. Despite the great words of oratory that year 
after year on Memorial day decry the great waste and suffering 
of war, men and nations go on with the selfish ambitions which 
lead to inevitable difficulties and misunderstandings that result 
in the bitterness, the destruction; the unhappiness of armed con- 
flict. 


Earlier in the century we fought ‘‘to make the world safe 
for democracy’’ only to find that 25 years later the job had to 
be done over again with greater loss, greater hardship, greater 
sacrifice than ever before, and now with the echoes of battle 
hardly stilled we still find democracy threatened by forces that 
would destroy our way of life. 


As we decorate those hallowed graves next Tuesday and 
dwell upon the awful tragedy of war, we should turn our thoughts 
and our actions toward the end that we have peace and unity 
within our own border® and in the family of nations which sorely 
need relief from strife and turmoil to follow the peaceful pursuits

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VIEWS OF THE NEWS

Those who don’t believe in 
themselves don’t win the respect 
of others. Russia not only be- 
lieves in its methods and ob- 
jectives, it repeatedly and loudly 
proclaims them. And with apparent 
complete self-confidence. But 
the western nations go about 
their business almost apologeti- 
cally, and seem incapable of 
applying sound American adver- 
tising methods to the sale of 
resistance to communism. 

It is high time that we sold 
ourselves on the magnificent 
proposal made on behalf of the 
United States by Dean Acheson. 
To do so we must forget party 
politics and look to our future 
security. For events have proved 
that our safety cannot be found 
through cooperation with Russia. 
Such so-called cooperation is a 
one-way street only. The only 
other choice is a strong united 
front. And for the first time since 
our disillusionment with Russia, 


the United States has come across 
with a proposal that offers real 
unity for western Europe. 
Total Diplomacy 

Dean Acheson has demon- 
strated his stature as an out- 
standing secretary of state by 
his accomplishments in Europe 
this month. He has propounded 
what has been labelled ‘Total 
Diplomacy’’, for want of a better 
term. He has persuaded the At- 
lantic Alliance nations that the 
United States is prepared to 
think globally. He has made a 
concrete offer that in foreign 
affairs the United States is taking 
the lead in persuading those 
nations not only to sign agree- 
ments to act together but to 
think together on issues that 
affect all. 
Unity of Defense 

The tangible evidence of this 
is the decision of the Atlantic 
Alliance nations to create a per- 
manent council to fit together 
their separate strategic policies 
into one concerted policy. If the 
United States can sell itself on 
the project, then we have at last 
a united front against communism. 
The real victory for democracy 
against communism is Acheson’s 
offer to the European powers that 
the United States will remain in 
Europe so long as there is the 
need to protect western Europe. 
This does not sound particularly 
startling. It looks like merely a 
continuation of such policies as 
the Truman Doctrine and the 
Marshall Plan. But it is a tre- 
mendous step forward, and should 
receive the whole-hearted support 
of all parties and al] citizens. 
**Fringe Defense’? Outmoded 

The United States has recog- 
nized that the costs of defense 
are staggering for all the nations 
involved. Every foreign minister, 
every defense minister, is faced 
with the problem of how to tie in 
his nation’s defense with its eco- 
nomic position. At long last the 
Atlantic Alliance is recognized 
for what it is. It must be thought 
of as an area stretching from the 
Pacific coast of the United States 
across the Atlantic to a line 
drawn through Scandinavia and 
italy, The problem is not what 
each nation can do separately to 
defend itself, but how the entire 
area can defend itself as a unit. 

Is this a change from former 
United States policy? Very de- 
cidedly. In the past our thinking 
has been what we may call ‘‘fringe 
defense.’’ We have given military

But spure/ 
on by Acheson's broad conception 
of a common foreign policy 2 
gainst a serious common danger, 
the Atlantic nations are now 
prepared to pull together in the 
same large boat instead of each 
rowing its own little dinghy, 
Area Defense 

For the first time since the 
integration of American and Brit. 
ish effort during the war, the de 
mocracies are ready to pool their 
resources into one huge fund for 
common defense. Together they 
can plan what forces each can 
contribute for the common aim, 
how to coordinate the best mili 
tary brains, how to avoid the ur 
necessary costs. of providing 
separate defense forces. They 
have agreed for several practical 
reasons. Russia has the advan 
tages of coordinated forces and 
lower costs that are impossible 
for the 12 separate Atlantic mem 
bers. Such military and financial 
cooperation should bring the 
nations together as nothing else 
has done so far. 

U.S. Spurs Self-Confidence 

America’s contribution is not 
charity. The allies must still pay 
their own way and maintain thei 
self-respect in doing so. Ameri: 
ca’s contribution is to provide 
the vital spark of self-confidence 
in a joint enterprise. If the Unite 
States continues to provide this 
leadership, which only she cai 
offer, the ultimate results are ir 
calculable. The democracies cal 
defend themselves physically, 
they can afford the costs of such 
a joint enterprise. More important 
still is the tremendous boost 1 
collective security. The Atlantic 
Alliance agreed that an attack on 
anyone would be regarded as al 
attack on all. But that remained 
a paper treaty. The next stage }s 
now commencing, the ties wil 
be stronger. Common contributiot 
means common action. 

The task is far from complet 
ed, it has only just begun. Ind 
pendence of action must be pat 
tially sacrificed for the commo 
good. But the modern world dot 
not permit nations to act just# 
they would wish. The paradd 
of collaboration is that collecti¥t 
action guarantees greater ind: 
vidual safety. Never was it true 
that we stand together or fill 
separately. The United States 
has shown its responsibility 
through its willingness to recoe 
nize its close identity with world 
affairs. This is the stuff of which 
real leadership is made. The Unt 
ted States has come of age!

This is the second time that a 
Punchard headmaster has _ been,, 
taken from the faculty of Phillips 
academy. In 1871 William G. Gold- 
smith was called back to head the 
school after the absence of one 
year, He had previously served as 
principal from 1858 to 1869. His 
second term was 1871 to 1885. Mr. 
Howe becomes the eighteenth head 
of the school since 1854.

However, 
his school and -family background 
and pleasing personality won him 
the newly created headmastership 
and it will be his duty to merge 
the three year Punchard high school 
and the three year Junior high 
school.

Mr. Howe entered the naval 
reserve as ensign in January 1942 
and was released to inactive duty 
as lieutenant in November 1945.
